GOLDEN CAREER 
ENDS IN PRISON 


by Shrewd Tactics 


But Misstep in Bond Deal 
Trips Him Up 


Must Serve Term for False 
Statement to Court 


(EXCLUSIVE DIisPaTCH) 
DBTROIT, May 30.—The career 
of an immigrant boy-—-from pov- 
‘erty, to riches, to jail—reached a 
climax when George Almashy, per- 
jured “bondsman for hire,“ gave 
up the thought of his luxurious 
home and the companionship of 
his family and power and influence 
in his community, and left the 
County Jail, weeping, to spend 
eighteen months in the Michigan 
State Prison at Jackson. 
Immaculatelty dressed, perfectly 
groomed, he had to lean on the arm 
of Deputy Sheriff Jerry Porter be- 
cause his tears blinded him. 


1 thought—-I hoped——yes, I 
prayed, I'd get out of this,” he 
gaspe 


Almashy was tried twice before 
Judge Frank Murphy on the charge 
of perjury in connection with his 
professional! bonding activities. The 
Arst time the jury disagreed, the 
second time he was convicted and 
the th inst. he was sentenced to 
eighteen months in the Jackson 
prison by Judge Murphy. He ap- 
pealed to the State Supreme Court 
and tried to get a stay of sentence 
under bond until the appeal could 
be heard. This Judge Murphy de- 
nied, and Almashy must stay in 
prison for several months, anyway, 
for the Supreme Court will not 
reach his case until next autumn at 
the earliest. 


PICKS HIS LAWYER 

Something of the shrewdness of 
this 30-year-old immigrant who, in 
five years, rose from poverty to 
riches in the best Horatio Alger 
style, may be judged by his con- 
duct when an indictment was re- 
turned against him by Pliny W. 
Marsh, then judge of Recorder's 
Court, sitting as a one-man grand 


Paul W. Voorhees, P ting 
Attorney, had asked for the grand 
jury which resulted in the Almashy 
indictment. Instead of taking some 
lawyer with a regular practice in 
Recorder's Court, Almashy went 
right to Mr. Voorhies’s own office 
and induced Allen W. Kent, one of 
Voorhies'’s principal assistants, te 
resign from the prosecutor's staff 
to defend him. 

During his first trial Almashy, 
on the stand in his own defense, 
told the story of his life. 

“I was born in Hungary,” he 
said, “but I have been in this 
country fourteen years and in De- 
troit thirteen years. I am 30 years 
of age, have a family, and am a 


naturalized citizen. I started to 
work as soon as I came to De- 
troit, 


when I was only 16, and 
soon became a foreman in the 
Ford Motor Company. Later, be- 
cause I spoke several languages, I

BUSINESS PHILOSOPHY 

“Then came the day ot the $5- 
a-day wage scale.

Almashy said he drifted into 
the professional bondsman busal- 


ness. 

“IT found if I had a piece of 
property I could get a man out of 
jail,” he said, “and the more pieces 
of property I had the more men 
1 could get out of jail, so I kept 
on acquiring property. 

“When a man first risks his 
property that way, believe me, he 
shivers, you bet. But after the 
firet two or three times, and you 
see that everything comes out all 
right, you don't think anything 
about it.” 

The reason he was indicted for 
perjury was because he swore, in 
giving a bond to Judge Marsh, 
that the property was not pledged 
on any other bond, whereas it 
was proved that it was. 

But now Almashy’s rise is 
checked for a while. The man of 
self-control and cool nerve suffi- 
cient to forge ahead as he had | 
done wept when he was taken to 
prison. .

Eyes of Trained Observers 


The month ends with business 
in low gear because of the three- 
day holiday which marks ita pase- 
ing. In Los Angeles and through- 
out Southern California the period 
has been more satisfactory than 
forecasters were willing to predict 
at the end of April. There has 
been @ distinct gain in trade ac- 
tivity in many lines and, while no 
records have been broken, the in- 


dices which are depended upon to 
accurately trace the trends have a 
favorable look. Bank clearings, 
building, retail trade, exports, in- 
vestments and other major statis- 
tics have held up remarkably well, 
and in most instances will show a 
gain over the corresponding period 
a year ago. Not, perhaps, suffi- 
cient to offset the population in- 
crease, but in volume great enough 
to discount the calamity howlers. 
Bank credit for business and in- 
dustrial enterprises seems abun- 
dant and collections are rated as 
fair. Borrowings in many instances 
have been reduced, and interest 
rates are steady, based on actual 
requirements. The foot-and-mouth 
disease is under control and the 
“back country” reports good crops 
and a determination to work back 
to normal as rapidly as possible. 
The political situation is only mod- 
erately disturbing, but there is an 
inclination to “ride easy” until 
after the conventions. Beach 
towns are preparing for big busi- 
ness; tourists are arriving in large 
numbers, There appears to be am- 
ple housing accommodations, but 
only a modest rental adjustment, 
landlords preferring to wait until 
the season farther advanced. 
Commitments are being made cau- 
tiously, but on the whole the gen- 
eral situation is encouraging. 

The following opinions are taken 
from current reviews in some in- 
stances and advance sheets in oth- 
ers, all iasued by representative 
and conservative houses: 


BUSINESS OUTLOOK 

The immediate business outlook 
ie stable and shows little disposi- 
tion to change. The steel market 
has apparently shown only a mod- 
erate further recession, while im- 
provement in textiles is now predict- 
ed, many believing that bad condt- 
tions have been fally allowed for. 
The automobile situation is appar- 
ently under control. 

There is thus far no appreciable 
development of unemployment and 
the past week's railroad traffic re- 
ceipts have shown very good hold- 
ing power. 

Agricultural surveys have con- 
tinued to show good promise of 
production for the current year and 
reports both from the Middle West 


due to increased supply rather 
than to decreasing demand. 

At one of these conventions, 
that of the purchasing agents, 
the hope was expressed that a 
better ordered production of goods 
in American factories might be 
brought about, so that the almost 
constant overproduction, which 
has its inevitable follow-up of dull 
times, might be eliminated as far 
as possible—[J. 8.

INVESTMENTS 

We do not eat dollars, nor are 
we clothed by them. What we do 
is to exchange our dollars for the 
things we want. If prices re- 
mained the same forever, we 
should at all times be able to de- 
termine the amount of our income. 
We should know in that case that 
our income would have the same 
value year in and out. 

Prices do not remain the same, 
however. The cost of living ad- 
vances or retreats. Obviously, 
then, our income will fluctuate 
with the cost of living. If the cost 
of living increases, the fixed in- 
come which we derive from our 
high-grade investments will as 
surely decline when we come to 
exchange ovr dollars for rent, 
food, cltohing and the other neces- 
sities. 

The 4% per cent bond that we 
bought in 1914, thus continues to 
yield us 4% per cent on the in- 
vestment, but when, as in 1920, we 
come to exchange that 4% per 
cent into the necessities of life, 
lo and behold, we find that it buys 
only half as much as it did when 
we originally made out investment. 
Suppose, then, our entire income 
was derived from bonds during this 
period. In that case, we would 
have found ourselves with our in- 
come cut virtually in half, despite 
the fact that we continued to re- 
ceive the same number of dollars 
in interest ae formerly. 

The investor must have an open 
mind and clearly recognize that 
the course of action today may 
have to be amended by another 
course tomorrow.—[E. D. King in 
Magazine of Wall Street. 


COST OF LIVING 

The cost of living in the United 
States, according to the latest sur- 
vey, has decreased nine-tenths of 
1 per cent from the level of March 
15, 1924. The most important 
changes within the month from 
March to April were decreases of 
approximately 2 per cent in food 
prices and 3 per cent in fuel prices. 
Between July, 1920, when the peak 
of the rise in the cost of living 
since 1914 was reached, and April, 
1924, the cost of living decreased 
20.9 per cent. The increase in the 
cost of living since July, 1914, was 
61.8 per cent.

ISN'T DONE” 

Long Beach has learned early 
difference between theory and practice 
municipal ownership. The city voted re- 
cently to take over the delivery of gas for 
light and heat to private consumers. When 
the election was held a definite promise was 
made of a 60-cent rate. This was made 
possible because the city owns valuable 
leases on Signal Hill, where nature oper- 
ates fits own gas plant. 

By reason of this vast reservoir of nat- 
ural gas at the city’s gates Long Beach is 
in a position to have the cheapest light and 
beat of any city of its size in the country. 
But as soon as the people voted for mu- 
nicipal ownership and operation the mem- 
bers of the Council revised their tdeas 
about the price of gas. They rejected the 
opinion of City Manager Windham that a 
50-cent rate would be sufficient and pro 
ceeded to fix the price at 60 cents.
